Walter Henderson, through his at tor- , 


ne\s, Snook & Chinch, filed a sensational 
suit in the Supeilor Court today against 
George Roeth, president of the defunct 
Union National Bank, wherein he charges 
gross fraud and demands the return of 
$7500. 


The complaint Is teeming with allega- 


tions of fiaud 
and misrepresentation. 


Charges are freely made that the baik 
was insolvent when Roeth, E. P. Yandcr- 
cook and George D. Gray were unloading 
stock, alleged to bn worthless, on the 
public at 3100 per share. 
Those who 


purchased the bank stock after reorgani- 
sation will lose every dollar of their in- 
\ Gstmcnt. 


It is alleged that 
Roeth knew the 


bank was insolvent when the stock was 
sold to Henderson. It appeals that Yan- 
dercook got hold of H^nlerson and jollied 
him about the stock and then passed him 
on to George D. Gray, who gu\e the1 


stock a big recommendation and then 
passed thp plaintiff on to George Roeth. 
One of the damaging paragraphs m the 
complaint Is as fellows 


' That all of the matters 
and things 


stated and repiosonted to plaintiff by said 
E. P. Yandercook and by said George D. 
Gray were so stated and represented at 
the procurement of and by, and with the 
knowledge, consent and connivance of said 
George Rocth and at all times herein 
mentioned said defendant George Roeth 
knew that said E. P. Yandercook and said 
George D. Gray had made said s'atc- 
ments and representations as aforesaid 
to plaintiff.*'

The reduction of 
32 per cent in the duty on bituminous 
caal -will also-, undoubtedly, be approved. 
Agricultural machinery has also been re- 
duced -about 20 per cent. 


"On the whole, therefore, I think that 


the new law is particularly favorable to 
California, practically all of whose in- 
terests have leceived such protection as 
to Insure their continued prosperity, -while 
new duties have made it possible to en- 
gage profitably in the production of other 
commercial articles.-like orange oil. 


"The interest which has been taken 


by California In the revision of the tariff

have written to me on the subject for a 
reduction of duty on California products, 
except in the case of hides. 
With this 


exception, I have been urged to strive to 
Increase the duty on practically every- 
thing in which California is interested 
as a producer. 


"As will be remembered, 
there 
was 


special insistence from California grow- 
ers that the duty on lemons be increased 
to 1 1-2 cents 
The Hojse bill provided 


1 1-4 cents, but the growers were not sat- 
isfied, and the 
California 
delegation 


worked vigorously for this higher rate 
and secured the inciease of fifty per cent 
above the Dingley rates. 


"Another fight was made for orange oil, 


which under proper protection, will be 
an important California product. It was 
placed on the free list, but, in the Senate, 
we succeeded in securing a, provision for 
an ad valorem duty of flfty per cent. This, 
however, was stricken out in conference. 
But the oil, having beer, taken from the 
free list, it falls naturally under the para- 
graph cohering distilled and expressed 
oils, and has a protect!' e' duty eq.ua! to 
one dollar a pound. 
Increased, Duty 


"The duty on figs we increased In the 


Senate from 2 to 2 1-2 cents and we raised 
the tariff on hops from 12 to 16 cents, 
which will be of great benefit to all the 
Pacific coast States. The duty on brandy 
•we Increased 44 per cent, on wines, from 
12 to 71 per cent; on liqueurs from 200 
to 600 per cent; on grapes, 25 per cent, all 
of which are in the interest of the Cal- 
ifornia producer. 
Sugar beets are given 


a duty of 30 per cent, prepared vegetables, 


and 
the 
Pacific j 40 Per cent' sPHt Peas' 43 cents per bush- 


jel; seeds, except sugar beet, from 4 to 
20 cents per pound 
Currants, specially 


prepared, have an additional duty of half 
a cent a pound. 


"In fact, practically every product of 


California soil either retains the Dingley 
rate, which has proved to be satisfactory, 
or has been further protected by an in- 
crease In the duty on competing products. 
The vineyard, the orchard and the field 
are, on the whole, therefore, in a better 
position to meet .competition than under 
the old law. For this result, the Califor- 
nia delegation has worked vigoiously and 
harmoniously from the beginning of the 
agitation for tariff revision to the present 
time, and they are mo~re than pleased 
with the position in which the new act 
leaves tho* State of California. 
Reduction in Steel 


"The lumber schedule was reduced by 


the conference committee, but in this, our 
State is not so much interested as are 
some other parts of the country.

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Inciting Jurors In Court. 


fVic quote this extract from the Call's report of the 


proceedings in the Calhoun trial: 
•' 
"At that Stanley Moore arose to protest at what lie 


termed 'this practice of protracting an examination in- 
terminable,' and I^angdon was on his feet in a moment. 


'''I know the juror is not stating the truth,'" he 


shouted, 'and as a representative of the people of the 
State of California I desire to unmask him, and that is 
•what I propose to do!'" 


The District Attorney's remarks were directed at a 


• talesman then under examination touching his qualifica- 
tions to serve as a juror. 
Counsel for the defense had 


objected, to Mr. Langdon continuing an inquisitorial dis- 
putation with the talesman with respect to the ethics in- 
volved in the prosecution. 
The District Attorney, of- 


1 fended at the talesman's answers, explosively charged 
him with' not telling the truth. 


Is not this an abuse of court privilege? Has a prose- 


cuting officer 
any right 
to insult and browbeat and 


charge with perjury a prospective juror under examina- 
tion? 


A talesman is subjected to an examination for the 


purpose of ascertaining his state of mind; his answers 
determine his fitness to serve as a juror, and are to be 
taken merely as indicative of his mental attitude. It is 
not the business of the attorneys on either side to dis- 
pute with him or quarrel with his statements, much less 
take advantage of the situation to impugn the integrity 
and veracity of men who return unsatisfactory replies 
to the interrogatories addressed to them. 
Mr. Langdon 


made the methods of the prosecution an issue with the 
talesman, and when it developed that the latter enter- 
tained unfavorable impressions with respect to the im- 
munity contracts and the testimony procured through 
the immunity deal with the boodling Supervisors, he 
yelled out that the talesman was not telling the truth—in 
other words, he charged that the talesman was stating a 
belief that he really did not entertain. No man can tell 
whether or not another states his opinions correctly. 
hence it is evident that the District Attorney disputed 
the talesman's veracity to break the force of his state- 
ments. 


But was not the whole episode a violation of the de- 


cencies of the courtroom and a grave breach of judicial 
decorum? 
Who gave the District Attorney license to 


insult talesmen whose answers displease him? 
Having 


asked the talesman his opinion of certain matters he 
should have t>cen content with the responses, since they 
had no other pertinence than establishing the talesman's 
fitness to serve as a juror. 
qualified him from servin; 


As the answers clearly dis- 
Mr. Langdon should have 


had him excused from the box and called the next man 
on the venire. 


It was not only irrelevant and a waste of time to 


'quarrel with the talesman and dispute his veracity, but 
it was blackguardly and a gross offense against good 
manners, fair play and the comity uf judicial process. 


However, Mr. Langdon's offense was not so great as 


that of the judge who permitted the exhibition to go 
tinrcbuked. It is the countenance Judge Lawlor gives 'to 
such outbreaks by the prosecuting attorneys that causes 
their frequent repetition. Because the judge "stands in" 
with the prosecuting officers, and gives silent approval 
to the insults hurled at talesmen, they persist in making 
it unpleasant for all who express opinions derogatory to 
the prosecution and the methods employed in its fur- 
therance. 
Hence jury duty is made odious, and the dif- 


ficulty of obtaining a jury made almost insuperable. 
Thus the trial is prolonged beyond all. reason, and its 
character takes on a complexion that revolts fair-minded 
men. 
It is the duty of a judge to protect jurors and 


witnesses from outrage and insult, but Judge Lawlor 
seems to hold to the theory that a juror who fails to 
be subservient to the prosecution is to be regarded and 
treated as an outlaw. 
If he were to give expression to 


his real feelings on such occasions he would lead off 
•with a handclap when the District Attorney insults a 
talesman with hardihood enough to express disapproval 
of the immunity contract and its boodling beneficiaries. 


Evidence of Oakland's Growth. 


Nothing expresses more forcibly the rapid growth of 


Oakland than the statement of Street Superintendent 
Howe, as published in THE TRIBUNE last evening, in 
which he shows that during the fiscal year ending June 
30th approximately forty-six miles of new macadamized 
streets were added to the city's thoroughfares, twenty- 
one of which were built under public contract and the 
department's supervision, and the remaining twenty-live 
under private contract. The latter having been dedicated 
to public use and accepted as such, come under the juris- 
diction of the city and must be sprinkled and otherwise 
cared for until something more permanent than macadam 
—a standardized pavement—is needed by traffic. 
Then 


the maintenance of this additional mileage of roadway 
will become a perpetual charge on the city. 


But, at present, that is a. matter of no special con- 


sequence. The main point at this time is that the forty- 
six miles of new highways added to the city's thorough- 
fares represent new territory opened to settlement and 
which has already been covered with new residences of a 
character more or less costly. 
In the aggregate, the im- 


provements which this newly opened territory carries 
represent the investment of some millions of dollars and 
an addition of many thousands to the permanent popula- 
tion. These are facts which arc irrefutable and, there- 
fore, carry corresponding weight and influence in the con- 
sideration of the city's material progress and prosperity. 
Any city that 
can1 show 
corresponding results will 


naturally be classed among the prosperous cities of the 
country. Oakland is certainly in that category. 


When nearly a half million dollars is spent in one 


year under public contract for new street work it ought 
to carry with it an impressive influence. When over that 
amount is spent under additional private contract in the 
same line of work it ought, and it docs, carry corre- 
sponding weight in the eyes of the intelligent student of 
events. 
When both operations are combined,' and it is 


realized that they constitute the basis for double or treble 
the investment for residence improvements on the prop- 
erty which their construction 
has made 
available, the 


meaning is immensely broadened. Its limits are further 
extended when it is considered, that it has been all done 
to provide means for the homing of additional thousands 
to the population. Through the same sources 
several 


hundreds of thousands of dollars more have been spent 
during the twelvemonth in the laying of permanent pave- 
ments, the construction of sanitary sewers and the laying 
of permanent concrete sidewalks, all of which cut a big 
figure in municipal development.

Sulphur Cured Fruit Jest. 


The department of pathology of the State University 


is about to put the theories of Dr. E. W. Wiley, the 
chemist of the United States Department of Agriculture, 
regarding the effects of sulphured fruit on the human 
system to a practical test through the agency of a class 
of twelve student volunteers. The proposition is to feed 
the class largely on a sulphur-cured 
fruit 
diet. The 


class is to be composed of students and co-eds taking 
the pre-mcdical college courses. These students will re- 
ceive a monetary compensation and be boarded free of 
charge during the period of the experiment. 
The test 


•will be made under the direct supervision of Dr. A. E. 
Taylor, head -of the pathological department, and the re- 
sults obtained will be submitted to a board of referees 
consisting of Dr. Taylor, Professor Ira Remsen, Johns 
Hopkins University; Professor Russell II. Chittenden, 
Yale; Dr. John H. Long, Northwestern University, and 
Dr. C. A. Harter, College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
New York. The report of the board will be forwarded 
to Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson. 


The object of the test is to settle 'the contention that 


has risen between the fruit-growers of this State and Dr. 
Wiley, growing out of the condemnation by the latter of 
sulphuring fruits in the process of curing for the mar- 
ket. 
At present the practice is tolerated by the Secre- 


tary of Agriculture pending the submission of evidence 
by the fruit-growers that dried fruit so cured is posi- 
tively harmless, a result which they arc confident will 
be shown by the practical test about to be made.

an objection 


should be raised at this late day against the use of sul- 
phur on the ground that it is a poisonous substance, 
when it is in evidence that generations unnumbered of 
the Anglo-Saxon race have been raised on a regular 
spring diet of sulphur and molasses for the purification 
of the blood. Nobody prior to Dr. Wiley's taboo of sul- 
phur ever raised his voice against its use by the millions 
of mothers and grandmothers for the benefit of their 
offspring. 
However, it may be assumed in advance that 


the scientific test which is about to be made will put an 
absolute quietus to this particular crochet of Dr. Wiley, 
whose peculiar bent of mind seems to detect poison in 
almost every form of prepared food consumed by hu- 
man beings.

' of improving the water front of Oakland harbor by 
the city has risen between City Engineer Turner and

League, Colonel W. H. Heuer, the predecessor of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel John Biddle, as United States Army en- 
gineer in charge of harbor and river improvements on the

The city engineer has prepared plans for the con- 


struction of permanent concrete piers and docks which 
have been intended to be used as the basis for the har- 
bor improvement bond proposition to be submitted to 
the people for their approval. Enigneer Flynn urged the 
adoption of a plan providing for the construction of a 
continuous concrete sea wall along the pierhead line and 
paralleling the channel and the total elimination of the 
dock- feature, as the one offering the least opportunity 
tor shoaling and therefore the least costly to maintain 
in a state of efficiency. 
The doc-k proposition, it is con- 


ceded, will furnish the greater accommodation for ship- 
ping, as it will increase the lineal wharf frontage.

it is maintained by Engineer Flynn that the docks will 
act as catchment basins for the deposit of silt and will 
need to be continuously dredged to preserve their util- 
ity.
